(BULLETIN.,) 

ROCHESTER, Minn. Sept. 18.—A 

bulletin at 10:30 signed by Dr. Mayo, 
Bays: 

“Pulse, 103; temperature, 90.5, 
imcrease; respiration normal. 
hour as comfortable as the last counts 
much in Gov. Johnson’s favor. The 
danger, however, will not be ever un- 
til Tuesday.” 


The strongest hope for the recovery 
of Gov. Johnson is now -based on the 
grim fight he is making. -He-does not 
consider himself at death’s door. 

In spite of his suffering, he did not 
forget the courtesies due the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the flation, now in Minne- 
sota, from the Chief Executive of the 
State. This morning he dictated a tele- 
gram of welcome to President Taft to 
be delivered by Eli S. Warner as fol- 
lows: 

“Hearty and sincere welcome to the 
State of Minnesota. Greatly regret my 
illness prevents my presence, at your 
reception.’’ 

President Taft replied to Gov. John} 
son's telegram, the answer having 
been transmitted by telephone. Pres- 
ident Taft said: 

—~I am greatly distressed to hear of 
| your ‘serfous iliness, I mtss your-smil- 


ing and courteOug personal greeting, } 


which I have had every time I have 
come to the State heretofore, and I 
thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for your message of welcome, 
Sent as you are on a bed of pain. 

“I fervently hope and pray that 
your wonderful strength and fortitude. 
will make your recovery speedy. 


“My compliments and respects to] 


Mrs. Johnson, whose visit in Wash- 
ington I remember with much pleas- 
ure,” 

Wife and Brother at Hospital. 

At 10 o’clock Frederick W. John- 
son, the Governor’s brother, arrived. 
He went at. once to the hospital and 
was admitted to the sick room. Mrs. 
Johnson was notified by telephone of 


the arrival of her brother-in-law and 4 


returned to the hospital from the Sul- 
livan residence. She also was admit- 
ted to the Governor's/room, 

The morning bulletins are: 

“The Governor’s pulse is 106 and his 
temperature 99.2. Respiration normal. 
He is resting easily and is suffering 
little pain. He is, however, in a badly 
exhausted condition, but is holding his 
own. eS 

‘In two and one-half hours from -now, 
the first crisis period of 72 
heurs, will have been reached.” 

The 7:30 bulletin was: 

“Pulse 105, temperature 99.2. Getting 
sine bleep since midnight: Worrying 
about what day may have in s*ore.

Dr. William J. Mayo said early this 
morning: 

“Gov. Johnson is resting more quietly 
and is not in as grea* pain. He has a 
slight chance for recovery, But if he 
has another attack, such ag he had last 
night, he will not be able te withstand 
ge 

Mrs. Johnson, who was at her hus- 
band’s side all night retired for a rest 
this morning. 

Little Encouragement Held Ont. 

Gov. Johnson was operated upon 
Wednesday for the remoyal of an in- 
testinal abscess. 

Last night it was thougit that if the 
patient lived until morning his recov- 
ery would be assured It seems, how- 
ever, that the patient Sécureg barely

him alive, which leaves the situation 
virtually unchanged, except that the 
odds against the patient are greater 
through his continued suffering.

Jr., famous fullback of the Rolla School 
of Mines eleven and secretary of the 
Jeplin Commercial Club, is in a hospital 
at Carthage with a bullet in his groin. 
He was accidentally shot, according to 
the statements of himself and Mrs. 
Grace Kellerman, while he and Mrs. 
Kellerman were in a canoe at Lake- 
side Park. Mrs. Kéllerman is 18 years 
old and a bride of six weeks. 


They say they left Joplon at 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon and paddled 
two’miles up Gentervellile Creek and 
amused themselves shooting frogs. 
Gregory, they say, was “breaking’’ the 
revolver, thinking it empty, to reload it, 
when it was accidentally discharged. 

Mrs. Kellerman paddled the canoe to 
shore and assisted Gregory to the elec- 
tric line, not far away, and he rode to 
Carthage. Mrs. Kellerman returned to 
Joplin. 

Mrs. Kellerman is the wife of Calude 
Kellerman, a well-known baseball play- 
er. He is said to be in St. Louis. She has 
been visiting her mother, Mrs, Lillian 
Eves.

It was well known in Newfoundland, it 
appears, that Cook had started for the 
pole from Annootok early in 1908, for 
the Reuter correspondent said, with one 
or two inaccuracies of detail: 
“Cook made his hheadquarters ,at An- 
nootok, 20 miles north of Peary's sta- 
at Etah, and remained there until 
8 last, when he started on his 
feruise for the pole, with two Eskimos 
and eight deg teams laden with sup- 
plies.” The correspondent continues on 
Cook’s trail with considerable accuracy, 
judging it by the expiorer’s later story, 
saying: ° :

“He crossed the North water, a chan- 
nel between Greenland and Ellesmere 
land, on the ice floe * * * and he 
traversed Eliesmere lahd in a north- 
westerly direction to Cape Hubbard.’’

Church Wrecked in Storm 
Was Beginning of Father 
. Hoffmas’’s End. 


The Rev. Father John A. Hoffmann, 
pastor of St. Henry's Catholic Church 
at California avenue and Hickory street, 
who never recovered from a broken 
heart after the complete destruction of 
his church by the great St. Louis cy- 
clone 18 years ago, is dead. 

The immediate cause of Father Hoff- 
mann’s death was tuberculosis of the 
throat, but his friends say the primary 
ceuse of his death was the shock he re- 
Ceived in the terrible windstorm that 
laid bare a large section of South St. 
Louis. 

Father Hoffmann died Wednesday °° 
the parish house and his funeral will 
be held at 9 a. m. Monday. He was 61 
years old. « 

The venerable priest was the founder 
of St. Henry’s parish. He labored for 
Years to out his church on @ solid 
foundation, and had. raised $39,900 to 
bullid a new church when the tornado 
biew the cld one away. There was such 
a heavy demand for personal aid upon 
the church fund, as the result of the 
eycione, that Father Hoffmann was not 
able to rebuild the church immediately. 

He became broken hearted over the 
discouraging circumstances that con- 
fronted him, and his fellow priests say 
he was never the same man as before 
the tornado. 

“A great many men and women suf- 
fered nervous and‘ physical shocks in 
the tornado from which they never re- 
covered,” said ‘a feliow priest. “Fatner 
Hoffmann was one of its victims.”

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NEW YORK’S TAX BUDGET. -.. 

New York City’s provisional budget for 1910 
totals $183,000,000. This is an increase of $28,- 
000,000 over the year before and probably much 
more than will-be approved on review, but the 
figures are staggering. It costs 15 times as much 
to run New York as St. Louis and it is approxi- 
mately only six times as large. New York 
spends six times as much money as Chicago, 
which is half its size, and if Hast St. Louis 
spent at the same rate its annual tax budget 
would be $2,500,000... ° : 
New York wants $34,000,000 for schools, includ- 
ing an item of $6,081,000 to increase the pay of

Further, it is contended that the pieces 
of ironwork scattered over the roof of a 
train constitute a conductor or act as a 
safeguard against the injurious effects 
of atmospheric electricity.

ja strikingly handsome brunette of the 


Earl of Rosslyn, was cremated yester- 
day at Union Hill, N. J., and the ashes 
will be sent to London. Such is the 
ending of an aspirant for theatrical 


six weeks ago under the management of 
Charles B. Dillingham. 

Considerable mystery was thrown 
around the death of the woman by the+ 
actions of. Dillingham and of James P. 
McGovern, @ lawyer, who says he rep- 
resents her relatives. She came over 
on -the Lusitania with Dillingham and 
Charles Frohman early in August. She 
took rooms at the Hotel Knickerbocker, 
accompanied by her French maid, and 
stayed there a couple 9@f weeks. Among 
those who visited her’ were McGovern 
and Diflingham. 

Those who have seen her describe Miss 
Cockburn, for so she called herself, as 


Irish type. ‘Some who did not know who 
she was mistook her for Billy Burke, 
the actress. She did not call herself 
Lady Cockburn, that title having -been 
assumed for her by McGovern and other 
friends. At the hotel she was plain 
Beatrix Cockburn of London. 


Something happened at the Knicker- 
bocker “hich made it desirable for her 
to leave the hotel, so she took rooms at 
the Ansonia, and there again Dillingham 
and McGovern were her visitors. She 
had been there only three days when on 
August 15, Dr. Isadore L. Hil! was 
called to attend her. He recommended 
that she be taken to a hospital, which 
was done the next day. She died in the 
Red Cross Hospital on Sept. 14, it was 
said there yesterday. 

The death. certificate, filed with the 
Board of Health, shows that Beatrix 
Cockburn, aged twenty-eight years and 
six months, died of malignant endocar- 
ditis, ssuperinduced by cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. It also shows that on Au- 
gust 17 she was operated on for an 
internal affliction. 

The parents of the decedent are not 
given in the certificate, but Charles B. 
Dillingham appeared as her “best 
friend” and stated that “it was impos- 
sible to furnish particulars concerning 
er parentage, as she was from the other 
side, but the funeral expenses will be 
arranged by me.” 

Mr. Dillingham and Mr. McGovern at- 
tended the funeral. 

The Earl of Rosslyn’s present wife, his 
thir4 was a Miss Ve.sa Mary Bayley of 
County Carlow, Irelard, and she had an 
elder sister named Beatrix. Their 
rnotner married a Mr. Cockburn, and it 
jis supposed that on coming to this 
country Beatrix Bay'ey took the name 
of. Ceckburn and permitted the title of 
“Lady” to be attached in order to add 
dignity to her stage espiratidns. 

In the death certificate she is de- 
scribed as a divorced woman, but no 
indication is given as to the name of 
her former husband 

It was said along Broadway yesterday 
that Dillingham had in his possession «4 
letter from the Bari of Rosslyn,’ stating 
that the bearer, Beatrix Cockburn, was 
the widow of a nob:cman and the sis- 
ter of the Countess of.
